Claim 9, line 4, delete [metal plate] and insert - - antenna case - - in place thereof. 
Claim 13, line 4, delete [metal plate] and insert - - antenna case - - in place thereof. 
Claim 16, line 4, delete [metal plate] and insert - - antenna case - - in place thereof. 
The examiner's amendment was done in order to obviate possible non-antecedent basis 
rejection in the claims. In the present recitation, the "metal plate" cannot be mounted upon itself. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, Momose et al (US 6,362,733 Bl) discloses an antenna device having 
an antenna to be mounted on a vehicle body side for receiving a radio signal from a tire condition 
detection device mounted on a tire side, or giving and receiving a radio signal between the tire 
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condition detection device and a device mounted on the vehicle body side. Momose, however, 
fails to specifically teach that the antenna device having attachment means with which the 
antenna can be temporarily attached, moved and securely attached to the vehicle body side. 
Claims 2-17 are allowed for depending on claim 1.

• US 6,997,048 B2 discloses a tire pressure monitoring system having an antenna to 
be mounted on a vehicle body side for receiving a radio signal from a tire 
condition detection device mounted on a tire side.
